
Council could make it an 
offence to feed seagulls 


RESIDENTS and visitors to Lyme 
Regis have been asked not to feed 
“nuisance” seagulls ahead of this 
year’s summer season, in attempt to 
deter them from stealing food. 

It could soon become an offence to feed 
the gulls, as West Dorset District Council 
has included it in its draft Public Spaces 
Protection Order. 

The town council has described the birds 
as a “major issue” following increased re¬ 
ports of the birds stealing food from beach- 
goers and outside eating areas. 

The latest incident took place on Saturday 
when a young girl was left in tears after 
being bitten on the finger by a gull while 
eating on the beach. 

Four-year-old Savannah, from Seaton, 
was visiting Lyme Regis with family and 
friends, and was enjoying a doughnut on 
the beach when a gull swooped down and 
tried to snatch it, leaving her with a cut on 
her finger. 

The youngster’s mum, Marie Bower, said 
she thinks the gulls are encouraged to steal 
food by those that voluntarily feed them. 

She commented: “It’s not the first time it 
has happened to us. Parents can do as much 
as they can but the gulls do seem a lot more 
vicious now. 

“I know there’s signs saying not to feed 
them but some people still do and I think 
that encourages them. I think more aware¬ 
ness needs to be raised on the issue.” 

As part of its Seagull Action Plan, Lyme 
Regis Town Council last year installed new 
signs warning residents and visitors not to 
feed the gulls, saying that it encourages 
them to steal food, makes them aggressive, 
causes a nuisance and affects their health. 

Councillor John Broom, vice-chairman of 
the Town Management and Highways 
Committee, said: “The council recognises 
seagulls are a major issue in Lyme Regis 
and a nuisance to residents, businesses and 
visitors. That’s why the council made the 
tackling of seagulls one of its objectives and 
committed ongoing funding to the project. 

“The first phase of the project involved 
producing information boards, which are 
displayed along the seafront, stickers to go 
inside takeaway food containers, and 
posters to be displayed in food outlet win¬ 
dows and at local accommodation 
providers. 

“The council believes prevention is better 
than cure and, as such, the plan is focused 
around educating the public. The campaign

urges people not to feed the seagulls and to 
properly dispose of litter and food waste. 

“The second phase of the campaign is to 
raise awareness about the measures prop¬ 
erty owners can take in relation to the birds 
nesting. An information leaflet will be de¬ 
livered to every address in the DT7 area in 
the next few weeks. This includes informa¬ 
tion on the law relating to wild birds, and 
ways to deter seagulls from nesting on 
property. 

“In addition to public education and pub¬ 
licity, the town council approached West 
Dorset District Council to explore whether 
a public spaces protection order (PSPO) 
could be made, which would make it an of¬ 
fence to feed seagulls in the town. 

“The district council took on board the 
council’s concerns and has included this 
measure in its draft PSPO. The town coun¬ 
cil has given its full support to the PSPO in 
relation to feeding birds and hopes this will 
be introduced in Lyme Regis in the near fu¬ 
ture. 

“In the meantime, the council would urge 
all residents, businesses and visitors to take 
heed of the advice which is available to 
help control the seagull population, and to 
hopefully prevent incidents such as the un¬ 
fortunate one that occurred on the beach at 
the weekend.” 

All species of gull are protected under the 
Wildlife and Countryside Act 1981 and the 


Wildlife (Northern Ireland) Order 1985. 
This makes it illegal to intentionally injure 
or kill any gull or damage or destroy an ac¬ 
tive nest or its contents. 

As breeding season approaches, the Royal 
Society for the Protection of Birds offers 
the following advice on seagulls: “Where 
nesting gulls pose a real risk to public 
health, the RSPB accepts that measures to 
prevent them nesting may be necessary. 

“The most effective measures involve re¬ 
ducing the availability of food and reducing 
the attractiveness of nest-sites. However, 
this is not an instant solution, and requires 
planning and action well ahead of the nest¬ 
ing season. 

“The RSPB favours non-lethal solutions 
and believes that gulls should be killed only 
as a last resort, especially since several 
species are of conservation concern. 

“It is best to avoid widespread feeding of 
gulls where problems could result. Some 
local authorities are considering by-laws to 
prevent the feeding of gulls in certain areas. 
To be effective, however, councils also 
need to ensure that landfill tips are well- 
managed and that streets are regularly 
cleaned. 

“There appear to be fewer problems 
where local authorities provide wheelie- 
bins than in areas where rubbish is collected 
in plastic sacks, which are easily punctured 
by cats, dogs, gulls and foxes. 

“It is preferable to leave nesting birds 
undisturbed, especially since the popula¬ 
tions of some gulls are declining. However, 
if there is a genuine reason for not having 
roof-nesting gulls, it is better to deter them 
rather than to destroy them or their nests 
once they have started breeding. 

“A simple system of wires on a frame (30 
cm deep) can be fitted into the area the 
birds are using, for example, between the 
chimney pots. 

This prevents 
gulls from 

landing and 
folding their 
wings. On flat 
roofs, wires 
can be 

stretched and 
held in place 
with brackets, 
again 30 cm 
high, though 
this becomes 
difficult if the 
roof is large.”

JULIA Hope Brightwell lives in East Devon 
but teaches Biodanza - meaning the Dance 
of Life - across the area, including in Burton 
Bradstock, and she will soon be starting at 
the Dorset School of Biodanza in Bridport. 

Originally from Lancaster, she was head¬ 
hunted and moved to the south as a textile 
studio manager in her early 20s, later mov¬ 
ing to Dartmoor as a Montessori nursery 
teaches and eventually to East Devon. 

As well as teaching Biodanza, Julia is also 
a part-time finance officer for a charity in 
Exeter and she enjoys painting and selling 
her work. 


• WHEN did you first take an interest in 
dance? 

I have always loved music and dancing. In my 
teens and twenties, I went to three discos a week 
just to dance and get lost in the music. My sec¬ 
ondary school dance teacher wanted me to 
come to her after-school ballet classes, but I 
thought I was too fat so didn't go, even though 
she asked me three separate times! 



in May with the director, Mike Skilbeck, to wel¬ 
come people on this journey of reconnection to 
the intelligence and joy of the body with its emo¬ 
tional and instinctual intelligence. The first two 
years are mainly experiential, then if people want 
to teach others they continue into the third year 
which gives them all they need to do this. 


Through the various dances and movement ex¬ 
ercises, these different aspects have a chance to 
be expressed and in some cases re-emerge. 

Biodanza is based on enjoyment and has two 
parts; a vital section and a relaxing section. In this 
age of busy, busy where adrenalin is constantly 
being triggered, there is little opportunity to ex¬ 
perience the opposite -relaxation where the hor¬ 
mone acetyl choline is released. 

Personally for me, I had very low vitality and 
found groups difficult, preferring one-to-ones 
because of my sensitivity. Biodanza continues to 
improve my resilience and enjoyment of life and 
I am fine in groups now. 

I even gave a presentation at my qualification 
time to over 50 people and was fine. A video of 
this is on my website www.joysofdance.co.uk, 
where I also share my poems and art inspired by 
the three-year Biodanza training. 

On a weekly basis, with everything that is going 
on in the world at large, which can be distressing 
and challenging, Biodanza through the music 
and dance restores me to my happiness and be¬ 
lief in the basic goodness in people. 


• WHAT is Biodanza? 

Biodanza translates as the Dance of Life. It is an 
international system danced worldwide, created 
by Rolando Toro Araneda who was nominated for 
the Nobel Peace Prize. Rolando believed if every¬ 
one danced Biodanza there would not longer be 
wars and cruelty, as it joins people together, pro¬ 
motes celebration and acceptance of others, and 
opens the heart. 


• HOW can it benefit people? 

Biodanza claims to work with the genetic poten¬ 
tial that we are born with, but which sometimes 
gets shaped in a less free or natural way through 
our upbringing and life. 


• WHAT do you enjoy doing in your spare 
time? 

I love nature and animals; painting, especially 
portraits; and travel. 


• HOW did you come to teach Biodanza? 

I have enjoyed many types of dance - Ceroc, 5 
Rhythms, expressive movement, but it was only 
when I found Biodanza in 2008 that I knew this 
was what I would train in. I did three wonderful 
years of training, which was one of the best peri¬ 
ods of my life, before teaching others in 2011. 
First on Dartmoor, then Dartington and, after 
moving to East Devon, I now teach in Colyton, 
Colyford and Burton Bradstock. I still teach my 
original group at Bovey Tracey too - a one-day 
workshop once a month. 

Last year I completed my Didactic training so I 
can now teach people to become teachers them¬ 
selves. I start with the Dorset School of Biodanza

East Devon is very beautiful. I love seeing egrets 
and herons from my window. I like that it is close 
to other great places such as Lyme Regis and the 
coastal walk. Being near the sea is a tonic.

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West Dorset's local plan review includes 
land for 140 new houses in Lyme Regis 



A REVIEW of the join local plan for 
West Dorset, Weymouth and Portland 
went on show at the Woodmead Halls 
last week, showing two potential new 
development sites for Lyme Regis. 

The local plan, adopted in October 
2015, sets out a long-term planning 
strategy to meet future development 
needs. It covers important issues such as 
where housing could be built and what 
infrastructure may be needed. 

It also looks at how the environment 
can be protected and how future devel¬ 
opments can be made more sustainable. 

The councils have now embarked on a 
review of the plan, as recommended by 
an inspector in his report on the local 
plan examination, to identify additional 
housing land capable of meeting hous¬ 
ing need to 2036. Through the local plan 
review, the councils will also consider 
revisions to other policies in response to 
changes in national policy and legisla¬ 
tion. 

In Lyme Regis, two additional sites for 
potential housing development have 
been put forward for consideration - 
Timber Vale Caravan Park on Char- 
mouth Road; and land behind Talbot 
Road and Colway Lane, joining the bot¬ 
tom of the Woodberry Copse develop¬ 
ment - currently under construction - 
and running down to the river. The car¬ 
avan park has been put forward as a po¬ 
tential site for 80 new houses, while the 
land behind Colway Lane could accom¬ 
modate 60. 

These and other proposals in the local 
plan review are currently under public 
consultation, and representatives from 
West Dorset District Council attending 
the exhibition in Lyme Regis last week

emphasised that no decisions had yet 
been made. 

The review states that the topography, 
Areas of Outstanding Natural Beauty, 
land stability issues and the coast “act 
together to limit opportunities for devel¬ 
opment in Lyme Regis” and several po¬ 
tential development sites have already 
been ruled out for these reasons, includ¬ 
ing land east of Charmouth Road, west 
of Lyme Regis and at Ware. 

The council is now asking four ques¬ 
tions specifically relating to Lyme Regis 
in the local plan review: 

• Lyme Regis has grown at an average 
rate of 15 dwellings per year over the 
last 5 years. Given the constrained na¬ 
ture of the Lyme Regis area, should we 
plan for a lower level of growth or 
maintain the current level of growth? 

• Are there any additional issues related 
to the development of the site options? 

# What are the infrastructure require¬ 
ments for the development of the site 
options, individually or in combination 
with others? 

# Do you agree that the vast majority of 
the additional growth proposed for the 
period up to 2036 should be accommo¬ 
dated at Dorchester, Weymouth (includ¬ 
ing Chickerell and Littlemoor), 
Beaminster, Bridport, Lyme Regis, Port¬ 
land, Sherborne and Crossways? 

The public consultation will remain 
open until April 3rd and more informa¬ 
tion is available at the website

Retrospective show of late Lyme Regis 
photographer's work opens in London

THE Photographers' Gallery off Oxford Street, 
London, was packed for the opening of the first 
major retrospective show of work by the 
ground-breaking Lyme Regis photographer 
Roger Mayne, since he died in 2014. 

His daughter Katkin, a ceramicist from Nether- 
bury, worked closely with curator Anna Douglas 
to bring together some of his finest images, in¬ 
cluding a painstaking reconstruction of the exu¬ 
berant 1964 colour slide installation The British 
at Leisure'. 

Mayne first came to prominence in the late 
1950s and early 60s with black and white studies 
of city life, children at play and teen culture, 
which were used in the film 'Absolute Beginners', 
and the exhibition features a definitive selection 
of his famous portrait of Southam Street. 

Katkin said: "Forty years on since my dad's first 


show at The Photographers' Gallery it's been 
wonderful to see some of his best images dis¬ 
played together again - and how much they still 
effect old and new audiences. 

"I'm delighted that there's also a chance for his 
work to be exhibited closer to home at the 
Thelma Hubert Gallery in Honiton, in the show 
'Roger Mayne, Beyond the Lens', from this Satur¬ 
day until April 22nd. It's displaying a collection 
of very large-scale prints that used to be hung at 
a barn at our home in Lyme Regis, plus the pho¬ 
tographs he took for the 1975 Shell Guide to 
Devon that was written by my mother Ann Jelli- 
coe.

Dorset schools to feel effect 
of £3billion funding shortfall 


SCHOOLS in Dorset will soon be seeing the im¬ 
pact of an estimated £3billion shortfall in the 
government’s education budget by 2020. 

Around 98 per cent of schools are set to lose 
funding, with Dorset likely to lose an average of 
£268 per pupil - a total of more than £13million 
for the area as a whole - the equivalent of 349 
average teacher salaries. 

The funding shortfall is a result of increased 
costs and levies on schools and comes at a time 
when the government is introducing a new na¬ 
tional funding formula to calculate funding lev¬ 
els for schools in England. 

The new funding formula will offer a fairer dis¬ 
tribution of funding, but Dorset will lose signif¬ 
icant amounts of money. 

Russell Hobby, general secretary of school 
leaders’ union National Association of Head 
Teachers, said: “School budgets are being pushed 
beyond breaking point. 

“The government’s £3billion real terms cut to 
education funding must be reversed or we will 
see education and care suffer. 

“Already heads are being forced to cut staff, cut 
the curriculum and cut specialist support. 

“A new funding formula is the right thing to do, 
but it cannot be truly fair unless there is enough 
money to go round in the first place.” 

The Department of Education, which is propos¬ 
ing the new funding formula, wants to “end the 
historical postcode lottery in school funding”. 

A spokesperson said: “The government has 
protected the core schools budget in real terms 
since 2010, with school funding at its highest 
level on record at more than £40billion in

2016/17. 

“We are delivering on the government’s mani¬ 
festo commitment that the amount of money fol¬ 
lowing a child into school will be protected and 
that as the number of pupils increase, so will the 
amount of money in our schools. 

“But the system for distributing that funding 
across the country is unfair, opaque and outdated. 

“We are going to end the historical postcode 
lottery in school funding and under the proposed 
national schools funding formula, more than half 
of England’s schools will receive a cash boost. 

“Dorset’s funding would go up by £5million if 
the proposed new funding formula was imple¬ 
mented. 

“We are consulting on the factors that will 
make up the formula and we know that it is im¬ 
portant that we get this right so that every pound 
of the investment we make in education has the 
biggest impact. 

“Funding every child fairly and according to 
their needs is at the heart of delivering the gov¬ 
ernment’s pledge to build a country that works 
for everyone. 

“We recognise that schools are facing cost pres¬ 
sures, which is why we will continue to provide 
support to help them use their funding in cost ef¬ 
fective ways, including improving the way they 
buy goods and services, so they get the best pos¬ 
sible value.”

BBC journalist Kate Adie 
talks for Museum Friends 


ACCLAIMED journalist and author Kate Adie OBE 
entertained a packed crowd at the Woodmead 
Halls in Lyme Regis on Thursday. 

The talk, organised by the Friends of Lyme 
Regis Museum to raise funds for the Mary Anning 
Wing extension, currently under construction, 
was enjoyed by an audience of about 200. 

Kate started her career in journalism as a station 
assistant at BBC Radio Durham but became a 
household name during the 1980s after she 
switched to television broadcasting, covering 
disasters and conflicts around the globe. She was 
appointed the BBC's chief news correspondent 
in 1989 and held the post for 14 years, standing 
down frontline reporting in 2003. 

Kate was appointed the OBE in 1993 and cur¬ 
rently presents'From Our Own Correspondent' 
on BBC Radio 4. She is also a best-selling author. 

Kate entertained the audience with anecdotes 
from her successful career, focussing largely on 
time spent in Bosnia. She also spoke about her 
love for museum's and her connection to Lyme 
Regis, where she researched Thomas Corum, 
founder of the London Foundling Hospital, for 
her 2005 book'Nobody's Child'. 

She then took questions before meeting and 
signing books for fans.

Local publishing company helps make 
Charmouth author's dream a reality 


A LYME Regis publishing company has come to the 
aid of a local woman suffering terminal cancer, 
whose last wish is to have her novel printed. 

Blind writerTrish Vickers, from Charmouth, made 
national headlines after forensic experts were able 
to restore pages of her book, which she had written 
with a pen without realising it had run out of ink. 

Having always had a love of writing, Trish, who lost 
her sight to diabetes aged 52, embarked on her first 
novel in 2012. She didn't type or use a computer, 
but used a system of elastic bands to help her keep 
in line as she wrote by hand. 

It wasn't until her son Simon made his weekly visit 
to read his mum's work that they realised her pen 
had run dry and she had lost 26 pages of work. 

In a desperate attempt to restore her work, they 
rang the police and asked to speak to the finger¬ 
prints section who, toTrish's surprise, said they'd be 
happy to help. The blank pages were taken to 
Dorset Police headquarters at Winfrith and officers 
used their spare time during breaks to trace the im¬ 
print left by the pen. 

Having gone on to complete the book'Grannifer's 
Legacy', Trish was diagnosed with terminal cancer 
and it is her last wish to see the book published. 

Lyme Regis-based company Magic Oxygen Pub¬ 
lishing have now come to her aid after friends and 
family put an appeal in the local press to anyone 
who could help in seeing Trish's dream realised. 

An online Crowdfunding appeal was launched to 
help with the cost of publishing, and Tracey and 
Simon West of Magic Oxygen Publishing are now 
getting the book ready for print. 

Tracey commented: "A crowdfunding campaign 
had been set in motion and the kind donations 
were really lifting Trish's spirits and fuelling her 
hopes that it would finally happen. However, she 
was becoming weaker too as the illness continued 
to take its toll on her body. Time was absolutely of 
the essence. 

"This was the point where some of our mutual 
friends got in touch to see if we could help. At the 
time of first contact, we were completely and utterly 
drowning in words, producing the Magic Oxygen 
Literary Prize Anthology 2017 but the story was just 
too heartbreaking and she was clearly a lovely soul 
and a talented author who was very down on her 
luck. 

"We should have some really good news for Trish 
in a few more days and we're also busy pulling a 
book launch together for her. It won't be in a shop 



as she's just too poorly unfortunately - instead, we'll 
be bringing a lovely book launch to Trish! 

"Trish is now surrounded by family and friends 
and has some wonderful things to think about. She 
knows the power of positive thought when life con¬ 
tinues to throw you, what seem like, insurmount¬ 
able challenges and we are very proud to play a part 
in her story. 

"She's one of the bravest souls I've ever met, a total 
optimist, a lovely woman and a realist. She is prepar¬ 
ing to start her next adventure and she knows 
there's a bunch of people pulling all the stops out 
to ensure she makes this dream come true first." 

'Grannifer's Legacy'follows a character called Jen¬ 
nifer whose life implodes, losing her job, her 
boyfriend and her namesake great grandmother 
who has always been her guide. The novel follows 
her trials and tribulations as she starts a new life for 
herself.

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Bottle Inn to close doors 


after dispute with owner 



■ THE Bottle Inn in Marshwood will close its doors for the fourth time in less than nine years 
later this month, following a dispute between the owner and landlords 


AN award-winning Campaign for Real Ale pub in 
West Dorset is being forced to close despite huge 
support from the local community, which has in¬ 
cluded residents registering the building as an asset 
of community value. 

On Tuesday, February 28th, Michael Brookes, 
owner of The Bottle Inn in Marshwood, near Lyme 
Regis, was granted a possession order for the pub 
and ordered the landlords, Nigel and Chrissy 
Blake, to leave the premises within 28 days. 

Mr and Mrs Blake have been running The Bottle 
since August 2012 and since then it has twice been 
voted West Dorset’s pub of the year by the Cam¬ 
paign for Real Ale (CAMRA) and last year it also 
won CAMRA’s regional competition for the Wes¬ 
sex and Channel Islands area. 

It is understood that Mr and Mrs Blake have been 
involved in a long dispute with Mr Brookes, as he 
failed to comply with the requirements of the lease 
to repair the building. As a result, Mr Brookes has 
refused to grant Mr and Mrs Blake a new lease. 

This will be the fourth occasion in less than nine 
years that the pub has closed. In 2008, the long¬ 
standing landlord, Shane Pym, who established the 
famous World Nettle Eating Championships that 
are held annually at The Bottle, gave up after 
falling out with Mr Brookes and two further at¬ 
tempts to revive the pub were shortlived. 

When Mr and Mrs Blake arrived, the pub had 
been closed since January 2011 and they needed to 
spend £50,000 on repairs in order to reopen be¬ 
cause Mr Brookes failed to carry out this work. But 
they have been unable to run a restaurant as the 
kitchen is unsafe and urgent repairs are required to 
the roof. 

Three years ago, about 130 customers formed 
The Supporters Association of The Bottle Inn to 
try and find a way of securing the pub’s long-term 
future by buying it on behalf of the community. 


They also successfully registered it as an asset of 
community value with West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil but were unable to agree a price with Mr 
Brookes, who until recently was living in Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Last minute efforts were made outside the court 
this week to reach an agreement that would allow 
Mr and Mrs Blake to remain but these also failed. 

Mark Van de Weyer, the chairman of the support¬ 
ers association, said that Mr Brookes told Mr and 
Mrs Blake’s lawyers that he had recently separated 
from his wife and had returned to the UK with the 
intention of living at The Bottle. 

Mark Van de Weyer accompanied Mr and Mrs 
Blake to the court hearing, and said afterwards: 
“Sadly there are no winners. The community will 
be without its much treasured old pub, Mr and Mrs 
Blake will lose their home and their business and 
Mr Brookes will be faced with a massive repair bill 
at The Bottle, which is a listed building. 

“I will be meeting urgently with other association 
members and many are urging me to see what can 
be done even at this very late stage. 

“I would welcome any help that CAMRA can 
provide in saving our pub and providing a fair so¬ 
lution for Nigel and Chrissy after all that they have 
achieved at The Bottle.” 

Mr and Mrs Blake are planning to close the pub 
around March 18th. 

Mr Blake said: “It is with great sadness and re¬ 
gret that we will be shortly forced to close the 
iconic Bottle Inn. For over four years Chrissy and 
I have been battling to save this great pub. 

“When we reopened the pub it had been closed 
for 18 months and an enforcement order for work 
to be done had been placed on it by West Dorset 
District Council. We did this work at our expense 
to enable us to reopen in early August 2012. 

“Since then we have made many great friends in 


the local community, and a lot further afield, turn¬ 
ing the pub back into the great local it had previ¬ 
ously been. 

“Specialising in real ales and ciders we won West 
Dorset pub of the year in 2014 and then again in 
2016 and on the back of that we were the 2016 
Wessex and Channel Islands regional winner tak¬ 
ing us to the final 16 in the UK. 

“During this time myself and Mark Van de 
Weyer have continuously tried to negotiate with 
the owner who has been living in Australia, getting 
the pub listed as an asset of community value in 
early 2014. 


“Unfortunately we have never been able to come 
to an agreement with him and sadly this week we 
went to court and are being evicted as trespassers, 
even though we came in as a business partner on a 
signed lease that was never honoured by the 
owner.”

"We have trained and experienced adult volun¬ 
teers doing the coaching and a friendly group 
soon emerges, with more competent older stu¬ 
dents returning as volunteers to help our begin¬ 
ners. 

"Once skill levels have developed, our young 
sailors can apply to join the Saturday race group 
and become competent racing sailors, inspired 
by those a little older who have taken up this ex¬ 
citing sport.

In some villages they 
double up as post offices, shops and 
libraries, often manned by volun¬ 
teers. 

For some, running a pub is a dream 
come true, but it’s not an easy life. 
Long hours, seven days a week and 
declining customers in many cases.

Whilst running the iconic Bottle 
Inn is no holiday, it’s pending closure 
for the upteenth time in my lifetime 
is not due to falling clientele. Any¬ 
thing but, in fact. 

The Marshwood pub, home to the

world famous stinging nettle eating 
championships, has twice been 
named West Dorset’s pub of the year 
by the Campaign for Real Ale. 

Mine hosts Nigel and Chrissy 
Blake, who have spent a fortune try¬ 


ing to get the old place habitable, 
have been fighting a continual battle 
with the owner of the thatched 
premises since they took occupation 
in 2012 but have not been able to 
reach agreement (see page 8 for the 
full story). 

Customers formed themselves into 
a Bottle Inn Supporters’ Association 
and attempted to buy the pub as a 
community asset. That status was 
granted by West Dorset District 
Council but they have been unable to 
agree a price with the owner. 

Last minute efforts for Mr and Mrs 
Blake to remain in the building failed 


last week and so the pub is expected 
to close on March 18th, much to the 
disappointment of the regulars who 
love the place. 

Efforts to try and save the Bottle 
will continue but there would seem 
little hope as the owner has said he 
intends to live in The Bottle, having 
separated from his wife and returned 
to this country from Australia . 

So it would seem that yet another 
country pub - one with real character 
- will disappear and with it, perhaps, 
one of the West Country’s most 
bizarre traditions. 


Don't bet on there not being another Shady Tree Well done Mr Deputy Town Clerk 


WILL he, won't he? That was the 
question we were all asking at the 
Woodmead Halls on Sunday after¬ 
noon when Ken Gollop wound up 
what he described as "probably the 
last"'Under Shady Tree'. 

For the past 25 years Lyme-born 
Ken, former boatman, councillor and 
authority on all things Lyme Regis, has 
been presenting his popular trip 
down memory lane. 

Why'Shady Tree'? That's where all 
the local lads used to congregate at 
the end of Anning Road (before there 
was an Anning Road) when they were 
young.

In his inimitable style, Ken started by 
telling the audience why he thought 
this was "probably" his last 'Shady Tree', 
explaining that he was getting on in 
years and, often had a bit of difficultly 
remembering names and the like.

But there was no real evidence of 
that in the entertaining and amusing 
commentary he gave on various pho¬ 
tos of old Lyme and faces from the 
past. 

Ken has never been afraid to express 
his views on local affairs and I was 
pleased to see that he still has a bit of 
fire in is belly. Ken has an encyclope¬ 


dic knowledge of Lyme and I can't tell 
you the number of times we ring him 
up to check an historical fact. And 
woe betide if we get it wrong, which 
we often do! 

Ken also has a great love for the 
town museum which is undergoing a 
major development programme. As 
always, all proceeds from 'Shady Tree' 
went to museum funds. 

He got such an enthusiastic round of 
applause at the end of his presenta¬ 
tion that he advised the audience to 
keep their Sunday afternoons free 
next March. 

I don't think we've seen the last of 
'Shady Tree'.

Depression 

DEPRESSION is some¬ 
thing that affects mil¬ 
lions of people 
worldwide. 

Even though depres¬ 
sion is relatively com¬ 
mon, it is still a highly 
stigmatised mental dis¬ 
order in today's society, 
and is often misunder¬ 
stood. 

Depression rates 
have increased by 70 
per cent over the last 25 years. Roughly one in 
four people will have experienced depression at 
some stage in their life, ranging from mild to se¬ 
vere. Someone suffering from depression doesn't 
just feel sad or low for a few days, but more per¬ 
sistently for months and sometimes years. Their 
lives and personality can completely change, and 
they may no longer be motivated to do activities 
previously enjoyed, and little interest may be 
shown in relationships. 

Depression is prevalent in teens. This maybe 
due to unrealistic academic, social and family ex¬ 
pectations, which can often result in a sense of re¬ 
jection and disappointment. Many people feel as 
though life isn't fair and that things aren't going 
their way, leaving them feeling stressed out and 
upset. To make matters worse, teens are bom¬ 
barded by conflicting messages by the media, on 
how they should look or act, making them feel as 
though they aren't good enough. 


Teens are notoriously bad at keeping their true 
feelings hidden from family and professionals. 
Coping mechanisms are often played out 
through social media. In some aspects, this can 
be a useful outlet to vent fears and frustrations, 
and to understand that they are not alone. How¬ 
ever, posting inner feelings can occasionally have 
a detrimental effect. 

It comes with the risk of receiving hurtful com¬ 
ments, magnifying their unhappiness. Misin¬ 
formed advice may also be given, and self- 
diagnosis is also common. Someone experienc¬ 
ing just a low mood, may believe that they are in 
fact depressed. This can lead to the word being 
used flippantly, which makes a true sufferer feel 
less worthy, or able to express their feelings. 

The advice given for those suffering from de¬ 
pression is to try to increase your energy levels, 
by eating well, getting a good nights sleep, stay¬ 
ing active, finding a new hobby, and getting in¬ 
volved. In addition to this, try to reach out to 
someone, whether it's a friend, family member or 
a support group. Keeping things inside will only 
make things worse. 

The Samaritans is a charity aimed at providing 
emotional support for anyone in emotional stress, 
or at risk of suicide. Their number is 116123. 

Finally, for those of you that know someone 
who is struggling emotionally, experts say to 
show support, without any pressure. Encourage¬ 
ment should be given to make them discuss their 
feelings. Most importantly, don't be critical or triv- 
ialise a condition that you may have never expe¬ 
rienced.

1. Preheat the oven to Gas mark 7, 
220°C, 425°F. 

2. Place the potatoes in a non-stick 
roasting tin. Add the paprika and half the 
oil, toss gently, season and roast for 25 
minutes. 15 minutes before the end of 
the cooking time remove the tin, add 
the garlic and onions, toss gently and 
return to the oven.

5. Divide the potato mixture between 
two serving plates. Slice the steak on 
the diagonal and arrange on top of the 
potatoes. Drizzle over the red wine 
sauce and serve immediately with a red 
chicory salad.

THE summer season will be rounded off in 
Lyme Regis with another exciting line-up at 
Lyme Lolk Weekend. 

Once again, organisers have come up with 
a mix of talent, ranging from one of the 
most innovative contemporary artists to 
some of the folk world’s legendary names. 

Opening the festival at the Marine Theatre 
in Lyme Regis on Lriday, September 1st 
will be Jim Moray, nominated for two 
awards in this year’s BBC Radio 2 Lolk 
Awards, for best album and best original 
song. 

Lor 15 years, Jim (pictured left) has been 
at the forefront of a new movement in En¬ 
glish traditional music. His debut album 
‘Sweet England’ changed the sound of folk 
song and won a brace of awards for its in¬ 
novative melding of orchestration and elec- 
tronica.

A MOVING EXPERIENCE 

So, are you one of the millions who can't afford - or choose not 
- to buy your own property? If you love your outdoor space, 
it may be time to consider how to move your garden... 


by Hannah Stephenson, Press Association 


WITH nearly 50% of householders aged 25 
to 35 renting a property, and an increasing 
number of landlords paving over gardens to 
make them 'no maintenance', taking your 
garden with you is a concept many of us 
might consider. 

It's a theme adopted by acclaimed garden 
designer Tanya Batkin, who will be showing 
her 'Moveable Feast Garden' at the new RHS 
Chatsworth House Flower Show in Der¬ 
byshire from June 7-11. 

Batkin explains: "My daughter is 'genera¬ 
tion rent' with a tiny outdoor space - we are 
talking one pot. She had to have something 
bombproof, so we went for some succu¬ 
lents, some houseleeks. 

"If you have room for a half barrel, you 
could put in one bamboo, some grasses and 
a heuchera, which is great for all-year-round 
interest. It gives you a nice combination of 
form and foliage." 

Her show garden is made up of a series of 
brightly coloured wooden planters in palette 
and half-palette sizes. They are all on wheels, 
she points out, so easy to move. 

'Rent generation' gardeners can buy 
wheeled stands and trolleys with which to 
move all manner of containers. There are 
many portable compost bins on the market 
- some of which are available free through 
local authorities - as well as lighter, resin- 
based containers, self-contained, easy-to- 
move water features and stick-in-the-ground 
solar lighting. 

And you don't have to limit yourself to hav¬ 
ing flowering ornamental plants in your 
moveable pots, says Batkin. 

"Because my show garden is called 'Move- 
able Feast', there's going to be a lot of edible 
planting. Things like bay, rosemary and

lavender will grow happily in pots." 

Planting with a view that you will not 
be in one place for long is a growing 
trend, says Mark Sage, head of horticul¬ 
ture at Wyevale Garden Centres. 

"We continue to see a real interest in 
instant solutions from customers who 
are renting rather than buying proper¬ 
ties now, and are more transient and 
wanting to take their purchases with 
them from house to house." 

Plants with all-year-round interest 
such as viburnums are proving popular 
to give structure, flower and berries, 
and can be grown in pots which you 
can move, as well as camellias and per¬ 
petual-flowering patio roses, such as 
'Carpet' roses and 'Fairy' roses, he says. 

Edibles are also easy to grow in pots 
and are moveable. Dwarf fruit trees are 
also increasing in popularity, says Sage. 

"Even in our 'grow your own' selec¬ 
tions, we've seen an increase in patio 
varieties, simply because people have 
smaller spaces. 

"Things like terrace patio fruit, vari¬ 
eties which are grafted on to a root- 
stock and will grow to about 5ft tall, will 
thrive in smaller spaces. We have 
tomato ranges which are suitable for 
pots and hanging baskets. Growing in 
smaller spaces is a focus for us. 

"The continued interest in 'grow your 
own' has seen the breeders working ex¬ 
tensively on getting really good, pro¬ 
ductive, great tasting fruit and 
vegetables suitable for container gar¬ 
dening, particularly with fruit trees." 

Here are some of Batkin's tips to help 
the 'generation rent' maintain and move 
their gardens: 

ON THE MOVE? 

• If you have large plants or shrubs, 
gently contain wayward stems with 
strips of hessian to reduce damage dur¬ 
ing your move. 

• Don't water your pots the night be¬ 
fore the move, which will just increase 
their weight. 

• Nobody likes carrying soggy pots. If 
you are moving yourself, it's worth in¬ 
vesting in, or hiring, a sack truck for the 
bigger pots.

Where reputation matters 
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Lyme harbour to be 
dredged this month 

ANNUAL dredging works are set to take place 
in Lyme Regis and West Bay this month. 

Work in Lyme Regis will run from March 27th 
to April 10th. A large hydraulic pump will be 
used, with pipes running from the excavator 
through to dump trucks located on the beach. 

Dump trucks will be in operation replenishing 
the beach, requiring sections to be closed off to 
the public, but the parade will remain open 
throughout the works. Harbour staff have asked 
the public to be considerate of the works and 
keep off the beach while machinery is in oper¬ 
ation. 

A large hydraulic pump will also be used in 
West Bay with work starting on Saturday, March 
11th and lasting for eight days. Large pipes 
from the pump will run alongside and over the 
main pier, replenishing West Beach. This takes 
away the need to close the esplanade for dump 
truck usage. The main pier will remain open to 
the public but West Beach will be closed to the 
public. 

Banksmen will be on site for both sets of work 
to ensure public safety. 

Councillor John Russell, West Dorset District 
Council's executive portfolio holder for environ¬ 
mental protection and assets, said: "These 
works are essential for maintaining the day-to- 
day running of both harbours, and ensures the 
beaches are fully replenished for residents and 
visitors to enjoy in the warmer months. 

"Times and dates for these works are dictated 
by the tide schedule. We have avoided school 
half-term and Easter weekend to ensure disrup¬ 
tion is kept to a minimum." 


Grant from festival helps to 
upgrade Town Mill equipment 


TRUSTEES of theTown Mill in Lyme Regis 
are hoping to boost revenue after con¬ 
verting a piece of equipment, thanks to 
a grant from the Axe Vale Festival. 

The trustees have been able to use an 
equal funding grant from the Axminster 
festival to convert the drive system of 
the mill's water turbine. 

The turbine generates electricity for 
the mill’s needs and any surplus is sold 
to the National Grid. The new design 
should result in an increase in reliability 
and transmission efficiency, and there¬ 
fore revenue for the mill. 

The new drive arrangement replaces 
the multi-V belt drive with a flat belt de¬ 
sign. 

In the 1990s the mill was restored to its 
1880 layout when flat belts would have 
been used to drive all the auxiliary 
equipment. As multi-V belts were first 
patented in 1928 this conversion has 
also resulted in an improvement in his¬ 
toric authenticity. 

Gary Willis, chairman of theTown Mill 
Trust, commented:"This will benefit the 
whole Town Mill community as excess 
electricity from the hydro (water tur¬ 
bine) helps towards funding the mill and 
supplements the arts community. 

"Without the generous support of the 
Axe Vale Festival committee we would 
not have been able to proceed with this 
project." 

If you are fascinated by machinery, 
electricity, and power then you might 
enjoy learning to be a volunteer miller at 
the Town Mill. The working watermill is 
run every day to produce flour, by a 
community of volunteers. For further in¬

Celebration of Legendary Jazz Singer Billie Holiday 


KNOWN FOR her definitive interpretations of clas¬ 
sic jazz standards such as Summertime, Love Me or 
Leave Me and God Bless the Child, Billie Holiday is 
considered to be one of the greatest jazz vocalists 
of all time. Listen to vocalist Julie Dunn and pianist 
Philip Clouts in a tribute to Holiday's ongoing 
legacy as part of the MarineTheatre 'Jazz in the Bar' 
series in Lyme Regis on Sunday, March 12th. 

Born in America in 1915, by 1933 Billie Holiday 
was already singing in Harlem jazz clubs, where she 
was discovered by the producer and talent scout 
John Hammond. Hammond immediately arranged 
three recording sessions for her with Benny Good¬ 
man and found more work for her in New York 
clubs. In 1935, he began recording her regularly, 
usually under the direction of Teddy Wilson, with 
studio bands that included many of the finest jazz 
musicians of the day. These recordings, made 
between 1935 and 1942, constitute a major 
body of jazz music; many include work by 
saxophonist Lester Young, with whom Holiday had 
particular empathy. The recordings caught the 
attention of musicians throughout America and 
soon other singers were working in Holiday's light, 
rhythmic manner. 

Popularity with a wider audience came more 
slowly. Holiday joined Count Basie in 1937 and Artie 
Shaw in 1938, becoming one of the first black 


singers to be featured with a white orchestra. She 
started to have success with slow, melancholy 
songs of unrequited love, particularly Lover Man 
(1944). By the end of the 1940s, she was a popular 
star, and in 1946 took part in the film New Orleans 
with Louis Armstrong and Kid Ory. 

Although she continued to sing and record, 
and to tour frequently until the mid-1950s, it was 
no longer with her former spirit and skill. She died 
in 1959. 

Holiday is often considered the foremost female 
singer in jazz history, a view substantiated by her influ¬ 
ence on later singers. Her voice carried a wounded 
poignancy that was part of her attraction for audiences. 

Julie Dunn is the perfect vocalist to pay tribute to 
Billie Holiday. She has released four CDs, playing 
alongside Johnny Dankworth's son Alec, and she has 
toured the country playing in prestigious venues 
such as the Vortex and the 606 Club in London. 

Julie will be joined by pianist Philip Clouts of 
whom Jozzwise Magazine has said "Clouts' solos 
have an attractively crisp, bluesy clarity that's punc¬ 
tuated with evocative impressionism".

B-SIDE upped sticks and made the permanent 
move to the Isle of Portland in Dorset last year. 
Taking over an empty shop space in For- 
tuneswell, the new space became a real hub at 
the Festival in September and has since hosted 
various community and artist events. 

This March sees the start of programme of 
activities that will experiment with and inves¬ 
tigate how b-side and others can make use of 
the project space. A creatively diverse pro¬ 
gramme is already shaping up, begin¬ 
ning with work by Somerset sculptor 
Simon Hitchens. 

Simon is showing a group of work en¬ 
titled Touch Stones'which centres on his 
film Genesis, which explores ideas of 
what it is to be human and our relation¬ 
ship to the impermanence of life. There 
is an uncanny simplicity to the film like 
the meditative calm found in a Zen gar¬ 
den, where displaced rocks become al¬ 
most body-like. What at first appears to 
be a benign boulder sat in an arcane 
landscape slowly begins to take on 
human qualities: is this a genesis, or the 
genesis? 

Talking on the project, Simon com¬ 
mented: "The film can be viewed as a 
landscape painting, a still life or even a 
self-portrait. I chose to use film because 
I wished to explore my ideas through a 
new medium, one that challenged how 
I went about making my art. The process 
of making it was slow, and involved 
working with a technical editor which in 


turn allowed me a greater degree of objectiv¬ 
ity that I found rewarding."

Mother and Daughter: 
I'm Glad I Asked! 


AS WOMEN march en masse 
across the world in protest at 
the newTrump Presidency, and 
we celebrate International 
Women's Day on Wednesday, 
March 8th, it has become an im¬ 
portant time in history for 
women to make their voices 
heard. A solo show coming to 
The Lyric Theatre in Bridport on 
Friday, March 10th celebrates 
mothers and daughters in a 
special and timely performance.

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ON THE SHOWBIZ BEAT 


Time to turn 
the mobiles off, 
theatregoers 


MY THEATRICAL enjoy¬ 
ment was once again ham¬ 
pered this week by the 
scourge of the mobile phone. 

It comes in a week when 
the government has intro¬ 
duced stiffer penalties for 
those using their phone 
while driving and I think we 
should all take a long hard 
look at our need for almost 
constant engagement with 
the digital world. 

Those of you who know me 
well, will have noticed that 
I’m a bit of a slave to social 
media and I hate missing 
emails or messages, however 
I would never have my phone 
on in the car and would die of 
embarrassment if it ever 
went off in the theatre. 

During a media night per¬ 
formance of Wicked last 
week the couple sitting in 
front of me intermittently 
checked their social media 
throughout the perform¬ 
ance, which was hugely dis¬ 


tracting for those around 
them. 

We are not talking about 
the sound of ringing or even 
the odd ping of a message 
(which most people thank¬ 
fully now understand to be 
inappropriate) but instead a 
continuous influx of light 
pollution, which detracted 
from the carefully crafted 
ambience. 

What many people don’t re¬ 
alise is that your phone acts 
as a spotlight when you’re in 
the theatre, so everyone on 
stage and around the audito¬ 
rium can see you. 

In fact, when I perched in 
an onstage seat at a recent 
performance of This House 
at the Garrick Theatre, one 
particular numpty was lit 
up like a carnival float for 
most of Act one, as she 
couldn’t bear to be away 
from her phone. 

It’s generally not young 
people who are the main cul¬ 


prits either, and I just wish 
we could fine the perpetra¬ 
tors and use the money to 
pay for those less fortunate 
to attend in their stead. 

I know hundreds of people 
who simply can’t afford to 
see West End shows and yet 
night after night there are 
rude and selfish people who 
buy tickets and then don’t 
pay attention to the produc¬ 
tion. 

Someone once told me that 
they had a family emer¬ 
gency and so they had to 
keep the phone on just in¬ 
case the situation changed. 
If you’ve got a family emer¬ 
gency, why the devil are you 
going to the theatre in the 
first place? 

Worse than that, at my 
most recent visit to the Arts 
Theatre for a press perform¬ 
ance, a reviewer who was 
sitting next to me kept light¬ 
ing up to check messages 
throughout. I scowled at

him, but he didn’t take the 
hint. 

I have previously simply 
told people to turn their 
phones off, but you are 
never sure if you’re going to 
be greeted with an angry re¬ 
sponse, so I’ve become more 
careful recently. 

It’s not just phones that 
cause anger among regular 
theatregoers and this week 
the issue of whether food 
should be allowed has been a 
hot topic. 

Imelda Staunton hit the 
headlines last year by say¬ 
ing food should be banned 
from the theatre and this 
week the producers of her 
latest play, Who’s Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf at the Harold 
Pinter Theatre have granted 
her wish. 

An article on The Stage’s 
website (www.thestage.co.uk) 
claims that in an email to 
ticket bookers, Ambassador 
Theatre Group - which oper¬ 
ates the Harold Pinter - said 


no food would be allowed to 
be eaten during the show. 

“Out of consideration for 
the actors and for fellow au¬ 
dience members, we ask that 
no food be consumed during 
the performance,” it said. 

I don’t want to discourage 
people from going to the the¬ 
atre, but if you can't manage 
a couple of hours without 
eating or checking your 
phone, well in my opinion, 
you shouldn't be there. 

As you can gather, it really 
gets my goat and the stagey 
world has been filled with dis¬ 
cussions over the best course 
of action for a long time. 

Right, that’s my rant over. 

I didn’t let the phone issue 
ruin my time in the capital 
and I had a busy week filled 
with theatre outings, which 
included another trip to see 
Wicked (awesome as usual) 
a visit to the Apollo to see 
Tom Stoppard’s Travesties (a 
bit above me!) and my first 
ever visit to the National 


Theatre to see a play called 
Ugly Lies the Bone, which 
was pretty harrowing stuff. 

I also auditioned for my lat¬ 
est local stage foray and I 
will let you know if I was 
successful in due course.

5 TIPS FOR CENTRAL HEATING 


By Julia Gray, Press Association 


1. The size of your home, especially the number of bathrooms or shower 
rooms you have, and how much heating and hot water your household 
uses, will largely determine your choice of boiler.There are three main types 
of boiler: regular, system and combi. Regular boilers need a cylinder (to 
store hot water) and tanks. System boilers also need a hot-water cylinder, 
which allows them to feed several outlets, such as taps and showers, at the 
same time, but they don't need tanks. 

2. Combis are a popular choice, as you only have to find room for the 
boiler itself - there are no tanks or cylinder, although some combis have a 
built-in tank, which gives the higher flow rate needed in a bigger property. 
Combis heat water on demand, so you only pay for what you use, and they 
deliver it at mains pressure. Combis are most suitable for homes with one 
bathroom/shower room, although they can work in homes with two, pro¬ 
viding they're powerful enough. If you have more bathrooms than that, a 
combi probably isn't suitable. 

3. If you're renovating a property that hasn't been updated in decades, it 
may be necessary to change the whole central heating system. A new 
boiler, cylinder, radiators and adjustable radiator valves should make a big 
difference to how good - and efficient - the system is, but don't overlook 
the pipework. If the central heating system is gravity fed and you're switch¬ 
ing to a pressurised system, the pipework will be under pressure for the 
first time and may leak as a result. Old copper pipework may not be done 
to today's standards and may even be leaking without you knowing, so 
leaving it in place can be a false economy. Most plumbers now use plastic 
pipework where it can't be seen, such as under floorboards, because it's 
quicker and easier to fit than copper. They should use copper where it can 
be seen, such as radiator pipes, and close to the boiler, where it's too hot 
for plastic. 

4. If your boiler has a hot-water cylinder, you may want to get rid of it by 
fitting a combi, or relocate the cylinder, as new cylinders are often a differ¬ 
ent shape and size to old ones. This could free up space in your bathroom 
for a shower cubicle where the airing cupboard/cylinder was, for example. 


Old boilers also tend to be large, but many new ones aren't and some are 
so small that they fit in a kitchen wall unit, saving space and giving the 
kitchen a neater look because the boiler's hidden. 

5. Think about any big home improvements, such as an extension or loft 
conversion, you may make in future and how this will impact on the boiler. 
Will the existing boiler be able to comfortably supply more radiators and 
bathrooms, or will you need a new one? If there's a tank for the boiler in 
the loft and you're planning to convert the loft, the tank will probably have 
to be changed to one that fits in the eaves' storage, so a boiler without 
tanks may be better.
